The burning of the junior college at 
Lacombe is a serious matter for the de- 
nomination which built and conducted it, 
and for the community in which it was 
| located, as well as a loss to the educational 
| facilities of the province. The loss, how- 
ever, is only temporary. Rebuilding plans 
were announced the day the fire occurred. 
That is characteristic of the western atti- 
tude toward education. In these provifices 
the replacing of a burned school is a mat- | 
ter of course, and usually the rebuilding | 
is done on more permanent lines and plan- 
ned for broader usefulness. 


ENCOURAGING LIBERALITY 


} 


Taxpayers are to be granted exemp- 
tion from federal income taxation in re- 
spect to donations which they make to re- 
ligious, educational, or charitable causes, 
to the extent of ten per cent of their in- 
comes. This is a new feature in Dominion 
taxation, but it has been hailed with very 
general approval in parliament and the 
country. | 

The exemption gives practical encour- 
agement to those who have large incomes 
to contribute liberally to the support of 
institutions, movements and funds which | 
are designed to relieve distress and to im- 
prove moral and social conditions. And 
the amount of taxes to be remitted is 
large enough to make the inducement real. 
There should be, and doubtless will be, a 
sensible increase in contributions to all 
such purposes as a result. 


REDUCING THE HANDICAP 


The Government has introduced in | 
parliament a bill to reduce by thirty per 
cent the amount that is owing to the pub- |, 
lic treasury by soldier settlers who are 
still in occupation of their farms. The con- | 
cession is very substantial, but it will not 
be grudged by the taxpayers. It is in the 
nature of an extension of belated justice | |/ 
rather than an act of charity. i| 

The soldier settlers were placed on || 
farms at a time when farm land values | | 
were abnormally high—as the result of | || 
war-time prices for farm products. They 
thus began operations under a load of capi- 
tal debt which only a continuance of war- | 
time prices would have enabled them to 
carry and eventually clear off. That all 
have not been able to make headway with | 
this handicap under the changed condi- | 
tions is not surprising. What is surprising 
is ba so many of them have managed to 
“stick”, 

The reduction of their remaining obli- 
gations by approximately one-third is 
merely the removal of an incubus that 
shi never have been placed upon the 
soldier farmers. This will make the going 
easier for men who surely deserve any 
measure of help that can in reason be 

iven them. At the same time it is bet- 

r for the public to “absorb” this loss 
than to have the soldier settlers either 
starved off their farms or doomed to a 
hopeless existence on them.

English Girls Teach French 
Sisters Importance Of 


Outdoor Sports 
Canadian Pres | 

LONDON, May 30.—The Patis cor- 
respondent of Daily News says: 
All English girls in Paris, whether 
holiday-makers, 
earning residents or students, are 
classified by Frenchmen under the 
general and comprehensive title of 
“Les Miss”, 

“Les Miss” are very numerous in 
Paris; in fact, there are more Eng- 
lish girls here just now than there 
have ever been before at this time 
of year. All English girls in Paris are 
not tourists, of course. Many are resi- 
dents either from choice or necessity, 
end ao earn their tg By France 
because is no work them in 
Great Britain. There is a vast colony 
of secretaries, shorthand-typists, trans- 
laters, telephone operators, hotel 
clerks, and dressmakers’ assistants, all 
of whom are very like their sisters in 
London, except that they are usually 
a little better paid and consequently 
better dressed. 

Tt is probably true to say that much 
of the present tendency of French girls
